ical assets; providing that all appro-
priations, grants, and gifts made for
the berefit of the Texas Blind, Deaf
and Orphan School shall be adminis-
tered and expended by the Central
Education Agency; and declaring an
emergency.”

193, Acts of the 54th Legislature,
Regular Session, 1956, Chapter 31,
Acts of the 55th Legislature, Second

Called Session, 1957, so as to provide
certain adjustments in the number of
Directors to be appointed from the
City of Tyler in the event said City
shall be annexed to the District; so
as to more definitely establish the
boundaries and area of the District;
so as to limit the amount of bonds
which may be issued by the District
supported wholly or partially by tax-
ation; so as to permit stage develop-
ment of the District’s Blackburn
Crossing Project; so as to provide
the methods and procedures by which
any of the three present member cities
of the Distriet may be detached there-
from and making permanent the
boundaries and areas of the District
after the results of the procedures
for detachment have been determined
s¢ as to provide methods for the pay-
ment of outstanding bonds and in-
debtedness of the Distriet in the
event areas are detached; repealing
all laws and parts thereof in conflict
with this Act; providing a severability
clause; enacting such other provi-
sions as are incident and relate to the
purposes named; and declaring an
emergency.”

S. B. No. 20, A bill to be entitled
“An Act empowering any city which
heretofore has held an election au-
thorizing the sale of i1ts natural gas
system to lease such svstem and to
grant to the lessee or to others an
option to purchase such system; pre-
scribing: certain conditions under
which such contract may he made;
enacting other provisions related to
the subject; and declaring an emer-
gency.”

8. B. No. 26, A bill to be entitled
“An Act authorizing certain home
rule cities to pledge an ad valorem
tax to the payment of airport opera-
tion and maintenance expense as a
supplement to the revenues and in-
come derived from the operation of
their airport or airports; providing
that said tax shall be used for such
purposes to the extent required by an
ordinance authorizing issuance of air-
port revenue bonds under provisions
of Chapter 43, Acts of 53rd Legisla-
ture, First Called Session, 1954, as
amended: authorizing the making of
certain covenants in proceedings is-
suing such bonds with respect to the
use of said tax for such purpose;
making said tax for such purpose
available for like use upon issuance
of bonds to refund outstanding rev-

H. B. No. 26, An Act amending
Subsection (2), Section 1, Article 3.50
of the Insurance Code by defining the
word “member’’ as used in said Sub-
section (2); and declaring an emer-
gency.

H. B, No. 29, An Act to authorize
and direct the Game and Fish Com-
mission to negotiate and make re-
ciprocal agreements to allow sport
and commercial fishermen to fish and
gsportsmen to hunt migratory water
fowl on lakes and rivers located upon
a common boundary with another
state, allowing reciprocal agreements
on license with other states and re-
pealing all laws in conflict; granting
the Commission power to issue proc-
lamations, rules and regulations to
carry out such agreements; provid-
ing a penalty; and declaring an emer-
gency. .

H. B. No. 33, An Act relating to
Port of Beaumont Navigation District
of Jefferson County, Texas: author-
izing said District to issue tax bonds,
revenue bonds, and combination tax-
revenue bonds; and containing pro-
visions relative thereto; providing
that this Act shall be cumulative of
other laws pertaining to said District;
